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Czechoslovak 
RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENT 


HE United States and Czechoslovakia have signed a Trade Agreement de- 
signee to maintain and improve the mutually beneficial trade relations 
between the two countries. The Secretary of State, Mr. Cordell Hull, signed 
for the United States and the Czechoslovak Minister, Mr. Vladimir Hurban, signed 
for Czechoslovakia. This agreement, which constitutes the seventeenth signed 
by the United States under the provisions of the Trade Agreements Act of June 
12, 1934, as amended on March 1, 1937, is the seventh to be concluded with a 
European country. The agreement becomes provisionally effective on April 16, 
1988, pending the declaration of approval of the National Assembly of the 
Czechoslovak Republic. It will continue in force until April 15, 1939, and in- 
definitely thereafter until six months after notice of termination has been given 
by either country. 


American-Czechoslovak trade relations have hitherto been regulated by the 
provisions of the agreement effected by an exchange of notes between the two 
Governments signed on October 29, 1923, as prolonged and amended by agree- 
ments of December 5, 1924, and March 29, 1935, respectively, providing for most- 
favored-nation treatment in respect of customs duties and other forms of trade 
control for the trade of each country in the territory of the other. The present 
Agreement, which supplants these previous agreements, continues and strength- 
ens the most-favored-nation provisions and provides improved opportunities for 
the expansion of trade in products of special interest to each country.

After the World War, therefore, when 
Czechoslovakia appeared as an independent 
state in the family of nations, we found its 
commercial relations with the United States 
very extensively established and Czecho- 
slovakia’s fifteen million inhabitants among 
the large customers of the United States. 

The importance of Czechoslovakia in the 
foreign trade field was never sufficiently 
appreciated by the general American pub- 
lic, and even the United States official re- 
ports failed to properly evaluate the Czecho- 
slovak market for American’ products. 
Czechoslovakia has no direct access to the 
sea which is the greatest handicap any 
independent country can have, especially 
when its economy is largely dependent upon 
foreign trade and in particular upon over- 
seas trade as it is in our case. 

That is one of the reasons why, to the 
detriment of both sides, Czechoslovak- 
American trade was handled through the 
intermediary of brokerage houses in the 
ports of third countries. Great efforts have 
been made to relieve this situation, and the 
establishment and building up of direct con- 
tacts between the economic interests of 
both countries is still a very profitable field 
of business activity. 

Considering the size of Czechoslovakia 
Which is equal in area to the State of Penn- 
sylvania, the volume of foreign trade with 
the United States has always been very ex- 
tensive, amounting in 1937, to $74,000,000. 
Of this $39,000,000, represents Czechoslovak 
imports of American goods, and $35,000,000, 
the imports of Czechoslovak goods into the 
United States. In 1927 the volume of total 
trade amounted to $107,000,000, of which 
$75,000,000, was absorbed by the Czecho- 
slovak market. 

It is to be noted that the. balance of 
trade has always been greatly in favor of 
the United States, and for the past twelve 
years Czechoslovakia has had an adverse 
balance of trade totaling more than $300,- 
000,000, 

mh Rec iprocal Trade Agreement of March 

1938, which provides for further expan- 
sion of mutual trade, is a very fine ex- 
ample of the economic achievement of the 
Inited States reciprocal trade agreement 








policy based on the most-favored-nation 
principle. Both countries agreed to very 
extensive lowering of trade barriers and 
the relaxation and liberalization of the 
foreign trade restrictions. 

In this connection I wish to draw atten- 
tion to the official comment on our agree- 
ment which pointed out that—‘Probably no 
other country has gone as far in a trade 
agreement with the United States in at- 
tempting to open the way for an expansion 
of trade by the removal or relaxation of 
special controls on imports, other than 
duties, as Czechoslovakia has gone in this 
Agreement. Entry into Czechoslovakia for 
most commodities of importance to. the 
United States will be permitted without 
quantitative restriction under the Agree- 
ment. For automobiles, lard, prunes, and 
apples, and a few minor commodities on 
which quotas are still operative, the Agree- 
ment provides for a considerable expansion 
in — Moreover, there will be no ex- 
change restriction on the payment for im- 
ports of any goods of United States origin.” 

Czechoslovakia, being established upon 
the same ideological and fundamental prin- 
ciple as the United States is, shares the 
belief that only a sound economic founda- 
tion of the world based upon liberal trade 
practices can ensure peace among nations. 
The geographical position of Czechoslovakia 
in Central Europe and its extensive network 
of commercial bilateral treaties and clear- 
ing agreements with other countries made 
this Agreement possible only upon heavy 
sacrifices on the part of Czechoslovakia’s 
economie interests. It must be taken into 
account that, in addition to being a highly 
industrialized country, Czechoslovakia is an 
agricultural country as well. Placed among 
other agricultural countries such as Hun- 
gary, Yugoslavia, and Rumania, Czecho- 
slovakia has to absorb a large part of their 
farm products in payment for its industrial 
products, creating thereby an economic sys- 
tem which has a stabilizing influence in this 
part of Central Europe. 

In order to uphold the general principle 
of its trade agreement program, the United 
States was likewise compelled to make con- 
cessions which, in some circles, were con- 
sidered detrimental to American interests 
especially to the shoe industry. As has been 
proven, however, this fear was unfounded. 
This industry is more than amply protected 
through the limitation of importation of 
shoes into the United States in general 
which must not exceed 14% of the domestic 
production. 

Despite the recent recession in the world 
economy, due to social and political dif- 
ficulties, I believe sincerely that the new 
Agreement is one of the constructive and 
practical efforts being made to stimulate 
trade. The possibilities of expansion of 
trade were increased through mutual tariff 
rate concessions. Czechoslovak chinaware, 

glassware, linen textiles, gloves, bijouterie, 
aaa even shoes will find a larger market in 
the United States, inasmuch as tariff re- 
ductions in some cases amounted to 50% 
of the present rates of duty. 

On the other hand the United States will 
have unobstructed access to the Czecho- 
slovak market for agricultural products, 
lard, prunes, apples, and industrial articles 
such as automobiles, business machines, and 
special appliances. 

These are all possibilities for trade ex- 
pansion which could easily reach the fig- 
ures set during the years of high post-war 
prosperity.

WOOL FELT HAT BODIES, HOODS, ETC, 
—A new provision is inserted in this bill to 
Tariff 


amend Paragraph 1115 (b) of the 
Act of 1930 by striking out the words 
manufactured wholly or in part of wool 


felt,’ and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words “wholly or in chief value of wool but 
not knit or crocheted nor made in chief 
yalue of knit, crocheted or woven material.” 
The Committee report explained that this 
amendment “is designed to permit wool felt 
hat bodies to be assessed under the rate 
provided for in paragraph 1115 (b) as had 
been the practice since the enactment of 
the 1930 Tariff Act until a very recent de- 
cision of the United States Court of Cus- 
toms and Patent Appeals, holding that in 
the production of certain wool felt hat 
bodies, wool felt did not exist as an entity 
until the completion of the hat bodies and 
that accordingly, since such hat bodies 
were not ‘manufactured wholly or in part 
of wool felt’ they were assessable under 
paragraph 1115 (a) rather than 1115 (b).” 


DATES—Another new provision amend- 
ing the rate schedules is added by the Sen- 
ate Committee to amend paragraph 741 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930 by deleting the words 
“in packages weighing with the immediate 
containers,” and inserting in lieu thereof 
“packed in units of any description weigh- 
ing (with the immediate containers, if 
any).” 

The report explains this as follows: 

“This provision (a Senate committee 
amendment) is designed to overcome a rul- 
ing that where several brick-like units of 
dates, each weighing less than 10 pounds, 
are packed in one container, such dates are 
net subject to the duty now provided in 
paragraph 741 of the Tariff Act of 1930 for 
dates ‘in packages weighing with the imme- 
diate container not more than 10 rc cnds 
each.” This provision will effect tk. orig- 
inal intent of the Congress that t}> pack- 
Ing of dates under sanitary condiuons in 
this country should be encouraged.” 


AMERICAN MANUFACTURER’S PRO- 
TESTS—No change was made in the pro- 
posed new Section 516 (b) of the Tariff Act 
except to add a provision reading: 

“Every proceeding arising under this sub- 
section shall be given precedence over other 
cases on the dockets of the United States 
Customs Court and the United States Court 
of Customs and Patent Appeals, and shall 
be assigned for hearing and trial at the 
farliest practicable date and expedited in 
every way.” 

Another minor change made to this sec- 
tion (new material is in bold face type) is 
as follows: ;

CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATIVE BILL 
H. R. 8099 Reported to U. S. Senate 

A subcommittee of the Committee on 
Finance has been considering this_impor- 
tant bill since early in January and public 
hearings were held from January 25 to 
January 28, 1938, and also on February 39, 
1938. On Thursday, January 27, 1938, Mr. 
James W. Bevans, Customs Counsel and 
Adviser of the National Council, appeared 
before this subcommittee and testified on 
behalf of our organization. Mr. Bevans also 
filed a detailed brief and presented the 
statement that was made on the special 
and administrative provisions by the Na- 
tional Council on March 16, 1937. 

The Committee on Finance has reported 
this bill to the Senate on March 8, 1938, 
with some amendments. The chief changes 
from the House version of the proposed 
Act, which may be expected to receive 
early, and probably favorable, attention by 
the U. S. Senate, are as follows: 


MARKING 





PROVISIONS—Section 3. The 
authority given to the Secretary of the 
Treasury to regulate the marking of cer- 
tain imported articles is limited by adding 
the words “except when the method of 
marking an article is specifically provided 





in this Act,” before “the Secretary of the 
Treasury may by regulation si 
The authority of the Secretary of the 


Treasury contained in the House bill to de- 
termine the character of words and phrases 
or abbreviations thereof which shall be ac- 
ceptable as indicating the country of origin 
is modified to “any reasonable method of 
marking. whether by printing, stenciling, 
stamping, branding, labeling, or by any 
other reasonable method, and a reasonably 
conspicuous place on the article (or con- 
tainer) where the marking shall appear.” 

The authority to be given the Secretary 
of the Treasury to except from marking 
such articles that were imported in sub- 
stantial quantities during the five-year pe- 
riod preceding January 1, 1937, and were 
not required to be marked, is limited by 
adding “Provided that this subdivision (J) 
shall not apply to sawed lumber and tim- 
bers, telephone, trolley, electric-light, and 
telegraph poles of wood, and bundles of 
shingles.” 

Under the section relating to marking of 
containers, a new provision has been added 
reading: 

“Usual containers in use as such at the 
time of importation shall in no case be 
required to be marked to show the country 
of their own origin.”

(ec) If it be estimated that any increased or additional duties upon all the merchan- 
dise covered by the entry will not in the aggregate exceed $50, the collector or such desig- 
nated appraising officer may likewise permit the release of the examined packages, 
provided there has been filed with the collector a stipulation undertaking and agreeing to 
pay such duties in any amount not to exceed $50 on any one entry. No such stipulation 
shall be accepted unless executed by an individual, partnership, or corporation, other than 
the importer, found by the collector to be financially and otherwise responsible. Such 
stipulation by its terms may apply to all entries of a stated class or classes to be made 
during a period not to exceed one year, or may apply only to a particular entry, in which 
case it shall be endorsed on such entry. [T.D. 49410.]

PHILIPPINE CORDAGE ACT 


There is published below for your information and guidance the proclamation issue 
by the President on January 26, 1938, pursuant to the authority contained in the at 
of June 14, 1935 (49 Stat. 340; U. S. C. title 48 sec. 1236a), extending for a peria 
of three years from May 1, 1938, the provisions of that act limiting to six million 
pounds during each successive twelve months period beginning May 1, of each yer 
the total amount of all yarns, twines, cords, cordage, rope and cable, tarred or untarre. 
wholly or in chief value of Manila (abaca) or other hard fiber, produced or manufat 
tured in the Philippine Islands, which may come into the United States. 


A PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS section 1 of the act of June 14, 1935 (49 Stat. 340), entitled “An Actt 
protect American and Philippine labor and to preserve an essential industry, and for othe 
purposes” provides, in part, that, effective May 1, 1935, and for three years thereafter, th 
total amount of all yarns, twines, cords, cordage, rope, and cable, tarred or untarret 
wholly or in chief value of Manila (abaca) or other hard fiber, produced or manufacture 
in the Philippine Islands, coming into the United States from the Philippine Islands, shal 
not exceed six million pounds during each successive twelve months period, which si 
million pounds shall enter the United States duty free; and 

WHEREAS section 2 of that act reads: 

de ele: Pending the final and complete withdrawal of American sovereignty over the 
Philippine Islands, the President of the United States may, by proclamation, at least ninet} 
days prior to the expiration of the three-year period provided in section 1 hereof, extené 
the operation of this Act for_an additional period of three years or more, provided such 
extension is accepted by the President of the Commonwealth of the Philippines. 

AND WHEREAS the President of the Commonwealth of the Philippines has indicate! 
to me through the United States High Commissioner to the Philippine Islands his accept 
ance of an extension of the operation of that Act for an additional period of three yeals 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT, President of the United States 
of America, under and by virtue of the authority vested in me by the aforesaid Act and 
in conformity with section 2 thereof, do hereby announce and proclaim the extension of 
the operation of that Act for an additional period of three years from and including 
May 1, 1938. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States of America to be affixed.

{mendment No. 3 of Rules and Regulations Governing the Importation of Cotton and 
Cotton Wrappings into the United States 

Under authority conferred by the Plant Quarantine Act of August 20, 1912 (37 Stat. 
315), as amended, it is ordered that regulation 2 of the Rules and Regulations Governing 
the Importation of Cotton and Cotton wrappings into the United States, as revised Feb- 
ruary 24, 1923, be, and the same is hereby, amended to read as follows: 

REGULATION 2 APPLICATIONS FOR PERMITS 

Persons contemplating the importation of cotton into the United States shall make 
application for a permit to the Secretary of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., in advance of 
shipment, on forms provided for that purpose. 

Permits will authorize the entry of cotton at the ports of Boston, Providence, New 
York, Seattle, Portland, Oreg., San Francisco, and Los Angeles, and at such other ports of 
entry as may be approved by the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine! Provided, 
That for cotton of the types not requiring disinfection as a condition of entry under the 
proviso to regulation 6, as modified effective May 1, 1924, and under the two provisos to 
regulation 9, and for second-hand burlap and other fabric of the kinds ordinarily used for 
wrapping cotton for which disinfection or approved equivalent treatment is not required 
under the second proviso to regulation 11, permits will be issued for entry at the following 
additional ports: Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk, Charleston, Savannah, Mobile, Gulfport, 
Miss, New Orleans, Houston, Galveston, Beaumont, Port Arthur, Niagara Falls, Buffalo, 
Port Huron, Detroit, Chicago, and Sumas Blaine, and Bellingham, Wash.: Provided further, 
That for second-hand burlap or other fabric of the kinds ordinarily used for wrapping 
cotton which is to be treated under conditions prescribed by the Bureau of Entomology 
and Plant Quarantine in a manner equivalent to disinfection under the first proviso to 
regulation 11, permits will be issued for entry at the additional ports of Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Niagara Falls, Buffalo, Port Huron, Detroit, and Chicago. 

Permits to authorize the entry of cotton via the United States for shipment to a 
foreign country will be issued under the provisions of the Plant Safeguard Regulations 
for immediate exportation or for immediate transportation and exportation in bond as 
prescribed in the permit: Provided, That cotton which has been entered in bond for sub- 
sequent disinfection may be exported from the United States upon prior approval of, and 
under conditions to be prescribed by, the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine. 

(a) If cotton falling under these regulations is offered for entry at a port where the 
entry requirements cannot be met, provision must be made either for its prompt transfer 
toa port where the requirements of entry can be met, or for its removal forthwith from 
the port and the territorial waters of the United States. Transfers to other ports for 
compliance with the regulations, and the routing thereto, must be authorized by the 
Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine. 

(b) Under postal restrictions, the importation is authorized by samples, small packets, 
and parcel post of samples of raw or unmanufactured ginned cotton, including all forms 
of cotton-mill waste, when the parcels are securely wrapped to prevent leakage, and are 
conspicuously addressed to the United States Department of Agriculture, Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quarantine, at Washington, D. C., San Francisco, Calif., or Seattle, 
Wash., and, if from Mexico, at Nogales, Ariz., El Paso, Laredo, or Brownsville, Tex., with 
the name and address of the ultimate addressee indicated in the lower left-hand corner 
of the wrapper of the parcel. Upon receipt of the parcels at the designated inspection 
ofices of the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine, they will be examined and 
disinfected, and forwarded to the ultimate addressee. 

This amendment shall be effective on and after December 11, 1937. [T.D. 49398.]

INVOICES—SUGAR AND ARTICLES CONTAINING SUGAR 


Reference is made to section 403 of the Sugar Act of 1937 (Public, No. 414—75th Cop. 
gress, approved September 1, 1937, T.D. 49160), which imposes an import compensating ta 
on certain sugar in liquid form and on articles composed in chief value of manufacture 
sugar as defined in section 401, title IV, of that act. 

Under the authority contained in section 481 (a) (10) of the Tariff Act of 1930 (U.8¢ 
title 19, sec. 1481 (a) (10) ), all customs invoices of sugar in liquid form are hereby require 
to contain a statement showing with respect to each lot of such sugar the percentage ly 
weight of total soluble solids (or Brix) and the percentage by weight of total sugars; ap 
all customs invoices of articles composed in part of beet or cane sugar are hereby require 
to contain a statement showing with respect to each class or kind of such articles th 
percentage by weight of total sugars derived from sugar beets or sugar cane. [T.D. 49400) 


IMPORTATION OF LIQUOR INTO THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA 


In view of section 593 (b) of the Tariff Act of 1930 in conjunction with section 2 of 
the 2ist Amendment and chapter 758, section 71, of the Statutes of California, 1937, the 
entry and release of alcoholic beverages for delivery or use in the State of California 
should not be permitted unless such beverages are consigned to a licensed importer ani 
all other requirements of the laws of the State of California are complied with. C/L 160 
is amended accordingly. [C/L 1807.] 


SUGAR REPORTS 


Reference is made to T.D. 49380, an amendment to customs regulations promulgated 
under the Sugar Act of 1937, which provides that a report shall be prepared at the endd 
each quarter of the calendar year showing the amount of import compensating taxes 
collected upon sugar coming into the United States from the Philippine Islands. 

This report should cover total amounts collected within the specified period, the tota 
amount of refund, and the total amount of drawback paid upon such sugar. 

Since the Sugar Act of 1937 went into effect on September 1, 1937, a report will be 
prepared immediately covering the period from September 1 to December 31, 1937, incli- 
sive, and thereafter on a quarterly basis. These reports will be transmitted to the Div- 
sion of Statistics and Research, Bureau of Customs, immediately after the close of each 
quarter. [C/L 1809.] 


CONSTRUCTION OF ARTICLE 1139, CUSTOMS REGULATIONS OF 1937 


It has come to the attention of the Bureau that some collectors of customs are nl 
assessing the personal penalty prescribed in section 497 of the Tariff Act of 1930 in cases 
involving a violation of this provision of law where the duty on the undeclared merchal- 
dise subject to seizure does not exceed $50. 

The discretionary authority conferred by article 1139 of the Customs Regulations of 
1937 is limited to the disposition of the merchandise which has been seized or is subjett 
to seizure. It has no application to the monetary penalty. The forfeiture aspect of the 
case may be disposed of by the collector of customs under article 1139 of the customs 
regulations. However, the petitioner or claimant has a right, in the first instance, @ 
petition the Bureau under the provisions of section 618 of the tariff act, or he may like 
wise appeal to the Bureau for relief from any decision which may be made by the col- 
lector’s office under article 1139 of the customs regulations. 

The offender should be advised of the personal penalty incurred by him in each case 
and when the circumstances warrant such action, customs officers should endeavor #@ 
secure a deposit of the penalty. The offender should also be advised of his right to file@ 
petition for relief from the penalty in accordance with the provisions of section 618 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930. Upon receipt of the petition, a full report and recommendatim 
should be submitted to the Bureau in the regular manner. [C/L 1810.]

JURISDICTION OF CUSTOMS COURTS 


The following is a resume of a decision of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the Fourth Circuit in the case of Cottman Company et al. v. Gilbert A. Dailey, 
collector of customs at the port of Baltimore, involving the assessment of dumping 


duties on phosphate rock imported from Morocco. 

It will be noted chat the court holds that: 

(1) Congress has provided a complete system of corrective justice (through the 
customs tribunals) with respect to matters arising under the customs laws. 

(2) The mere fact that the act of Congress (Antidumping Act, 1921) is alleged to be 
unconstitutional or the imposition of the duty beyond the statutory power of the Secretary 
of the Treasury or his assistants does not present a case for equitable interference where 
a legal remedy is provided. 

(3) Where a judgment is entered by a court of competent jurisdiction (by the Court 
of Customs and Patent Appeals in this case), with respect to a matter in controversy 
before it, such judgment is binding upon the parties and may not be reviewed by another 
court of coordinate jurisdiction under guise of exercising the injunctive power. [T.D.

In accordance with the provisions of Public Resolution 61 of the Seventy-fifth Con 
gress, approved August 16, 1937, (See page 117, October, 1937, Bulletin) the following 
regulations have been promulgated. t 

(1) All packages containing imported merchandise to be entered under the Provision, 
of the public resolution shall be plainly marked “New York World’s Fair 1939, Ing. 
porated,” and shall bear separate serial numbers. ; 

(2) All importations of articles of a class requiring a consular invoice, intended fy» 
exhibition under the provisions of the public resolution and valued at more than $j 
must be covered by consular invoices certified as provided in article 276 of the Custon 
Regulations of 1937. Such invoices shall contain the information prescribed under seetiy 
481 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (U. S. C. title 19, sec. 1481) and shall show that the artig« 
covered thereby are destined to the port of New York, N. Y., and are intended for exhjj. 
tion or use at the New York World’s Fair 1939. 

(3) The New York World’s Fair 1939, Ine., shall give to the collector of customs y 
New York, N. Y., such security for compliance with the public resolution and these regyjy. 
tions as may be approved by the Commissioner of Customs. 

(4) The collector of customs at New York, N. Y., shall detail an officer to act ag jj 
representative at the New York World's Fair 1939 and shall station inside the exhibitig 
buildings as many additional customs officers and employees as may be necessary propery 
to protect the revenue. 

(5) All actual and necessary customs charges for labor, services, and other expenss 
in connection with the entry, examination, appraisement, release, or custody of imports 
articles, together with the necessary charges for salaries of customs officers and employes 
in connection with the supervision and custody of, and accounting for, articles imported 
for exhibition at the New York World’s Fair 1939 or transferred thereto for exhibitig 
shall be reimbursed by the New York World’s Fair 1939, Inc., to the Government, paymey 
to be made monthly to the collector of customs, New York, N. Y., for deposit to the cred 
of the Treasurer of the United States as a refund to the appropriation “Collecting th 
Revenue from Customs.” 

(6) Articles to be entered under these regulations which arrive at ports other thy 
New York shall be entered for immediate transportation without appraisement to the latty 
port in the manner provided by the general customs regulations. 

(7) Articles which have been admitted without payment of duty for exhibition unde 
any tariff law and which have remained in continuous customs custody or under a cus 
toms exhibition bond may be transferred to entry for exhibition at the New York World: 
Fair 1939 in the manner prescribed in article 453 (e) of the Customs Regulations of 19 
except that in each case an entry under paragraph 9 of these regulations shall be file 
which shall supersede any previous entry, and no new bond other than that specified ip 
paragraph 3 shall be required. Imported articles in bonded warehouses under the gener 
tariff law may be transferred to entry for exhibition at the New York World’s Fair 1% 
in the manner prescribed in article 323 of the Customs Regulations of 1937. 

(8) The entry of plant material subject to restriction under the Plant Quarantine Aq 
of 1912, as amended (U. S. C. title 7, secs. 151 to 165, inclusive, and sec. 167), shall noth 
permitted except under permits issued therefor by the Bureau of Entomology and Plan 
Quarantine, Department of Agriculture, and in accordance with the plant quarantin 
regulations. 

(9) Upon the arrival at the port of New York of articles to be entered under thes 
regulations the same should be entered on a special form of entry to read substantially 
as follows:

Updo 
the receipt of the articles at such buildings or at the appraiser’s stores, the same shall be 
given a tentative appraisal prior to their exhibition or use.

(14) Any articles entered under these regulations which have not been withdrawn for 
consumption, entry under the general tariff law, or exportation, or which have not been 
abandoned to the Government or destroyed under customs supervision, before the expira- 
tion of three months after the close of the exposition, shall be regarded as abandoned to 
the Government. A 

(15) All entries under these regulations shail be made in the name of the New York 
World’s Fair 1939, Inc., which shall be deemed for customs purposes the sole consignee of 
the merchandise entered under the act and which shall be held responsible to the Govern- 
ment for all duties and charges due the United States on account of such entries; but, in 
the case of merchandise withdrawn from entry under these regulations, an entry under 
the general tariff law, in the name of any person duly authorized in writing by the New

In accordance with section 306 of the Tariff Act of 1930, and in order to prevent the 
introduction into the United States of rinderpest or foot-and-mouth diseases, the Secretary 
of Agriculture has ruled that these diseases exist in the following countries and that the 
importation therefrom into the United States of cattle, sheep, and other domestic rumi- 
nants, and swine (including entry into any port of the U. S. of any vessel having on board 
as sea stores such animals) or fresh, chilled, or frozen beef, veal, mutton, lamb or pork is 
prohibited and shall be exported by the consignees thereof within 48 hours, or shall be 
destroyed in accordance with the directions of the chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry. 

Dressed poultry imported from these countries shall not be allowed entry until the 
feet have been removed at a point above the spur or spur core. If the feet of such poultry 
are removed, destroyed, or disinfected by direction of the Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, it shall be accomplished at the expense of the importer or his agent.

BOTTLERS OF DISTILLED SPIRITS 


The attention of all bottlers of distilled spirits is called to the following interpreta- 
tions of the regulations w ith respect to class and type designations of cordials or liqueurs, 
and to the use upon any distilled spirits labels of references to the absence of artificial 
coloring or flavoring material: 


1. Appropriate type designations for cordials or liqueurs. 

The industry has heretofore been advised, in connection with the labeling of cordials 
or liqueurs, that no type designation may be utilized where such designation, in conjunc- 
tion with the class designation, would tend to confuse the consumer as to the true identity 
of the product. For example, the Administration has refused to authorize any cordials or 
regardless of composition, to be marketed under such designations as ‘“‘Whiskey 


liqueurs, | ‘ ‘ ” sett s ” 
Liqueur”, “Brandy Cordial”, “Rum Liqueur” or “Gin Cordial 
The Administration recognizes, however, that a liqueur may properly bear, as part of 


its designation, the name of another distilled spirit where such use would not tend to con- 
fuse the consumer as to the true identity of the product. No objection has, therefore, been 
interposed to the use of such designations as “Rock and Rum Liqueur”, “Rock and Rum 
Cordial”, “Rock and Rum”, “Rock and Gin Liqueur”, “Rock and Rye Liqueur”, “Rock and 
Rye Cordial” and “Rock and Rye”. 

“ Of course, no product may bear the designations “cordial” or “liqueur” unless it con- 
forms to the standards of identity for such products as prescribed in Section 21, Class 6 
of Regulations No. 5. 

. Composition of “Rock and Rye” and similar products, 

: has recently been called to the Administration’s attention that products manufac- 
tured from neutral spirits or brandy, and containing little or no rye whiskey, are being 
marketed under labels designating the product as “Rock and Rye”, “Rock and Rye 
Liqueur”, or “Rock and Rye Cordial”. A similar situation appears to exist in some cases 
with respect to products designated ‘as “Rock and Rum”, “Rock and Rum Cordial” and 
“Rock and um Liqueur’’. This practice should be immediately discontinued. 

The Administration feels that these designations convey to the consumer’s mind a 
definite impression with respect to the ingredients used in the manufacture of the product. 
The designations “Rock and Rye”, “Rock and Rye Liqueur”, and ‘“‘Rock and Rye Cordial” 
all denote products manufactured from rock candy, or rock candy syrup, and having a 
predominant rye flavor derived from rye whiskey. Likewise the designations “Rock and 
Rum”, “Rock and Rum Liqueur”, and “Rock and Rum Cordial’ denote products manufac- 
tured from rock candy, or rock candy syrup, and having a predominant rum flavor derived 
from rum. Manufacturers of cordials and liqueurs are, therefore, advised that under the 
regulations of the Administration no product which contains any distilled spirits other 
than rum may be designated as “Rock and Rum”, “Rock and Rum Liqueur”, or “Rock 
and Rum Cordial”. Likewise no product may be designated as “Rock and Rye”, “Rock and 
Rye Liqueur” or “Rock and Rye Cordial” if it contains any distilled spirits other than (a) 
rye whiskey, (b) straight rye whiskey, (c) blended rye whiskey or (d) spirit whiskey 
composed of not less than 51% of rye whiskey. . 

3. References to the absence of artificial color and flavor. 

Representations have been made to the Administration by manufacturers of cordials. 
liqueurs and other products to the effect that the statements ‘not artificially colored” and 
“not artificially flavored”, now appearing upon the labels of competitors’ products, are 
disparaging. After carefully considering these complaints, and upon the basis of informa- 
tion now at hand with respect to competitive marketing practices, it has been determined 
that these statements are, in fact, disparaging within the meaning of Section 41 (a) (2) of 
Regulations No. 5. All bottle rs of distilled spirits now using labels upon which appear the 
statements “not artificially colored” or “not artificially flavored” are, therefore, advised to 
revise the same promptly, and obtain new certificates of label approval. In view of the 
fact that the labels referred to have heretofore been approved by the Administration, a 
reasonable time will be allowed within which to make the necessary adjustments to con- 


form to this ruling. (F.A. 134.)

AMENDING CERTAIN PROVISIONS OF THE DISTILLED SPIRITS LABELING 
REGULATIONS 


REGULATIONS NO. 5 
AMENDMENT NO. 5 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 5 (e) of the Federal Alcohol Administration Ag 
as amended, Regulations No. 5, Relating to Labeling and Advertising of Distilled Spirits 
as amended, are further amended as follows: 

1. Article II, Section 21, Class 2 (a) of said regulations is amended to read: 

Class 2. Whiskey.— “Whiskey” is an alcoholic distillate from a fermented mash of graip 
distilled at less than 190° proof in such manner that the distillate possesses the taste 
aroma, and characteristics generally attributed to whiskey, and withdrawn from the gis. 
tern room of the distillery at not more than 110° and not less than 80° proof, whether or 
not such proof is further reduced prior to bottling to not less than 80° proof; and alss 
includes mixtures of the foregoing distillates for which no specific standards of identity 
are prescribed herein. Those types of whiskey specified in subsections (a) through (j) 
below shall be deemed “American type” whiskeys. 

(a) “Rye Whiskey”, “bourbon whiskey”, “wheat whiskey,” “malt whiskey”, or “rye 
malt whiskey” is whiskey which has been distilled at not exceeding 160° proof from, 
fermented mash of not less than 51% rye grain, corn grain, wheat grain, malted barley 
grain or malted rye grain, respectively, and, if produced on or after March 1, 1938, stored 
in charred new oak containers, and also includes mixtures of such whiskeys where the 
mixture consists exclusively of whiskeys of the same type. “Corn whiskey” is whiskey 
which has been distilled at not exceeding 160° proof from a fermented mash of not legs 
than 80% corn grain, stored in uncharred oak containers or reused charred oak con. 
tainers, and not subjected, in the process of distillation or otherwise, to treatment with 
charred wood, and also includes mixtures of such whiskey. 

2. Article II, Section 21, Class 2 (d) of said regulations is amended to read: 

(dad) (1) “Straight bourbon whiskey” is straight whiskey distilled from a fermented 
mash of grain of which not less than 51% is corn grain. 

(2) “Straight corn whiskey” is straight whiskey distilled from a fermented mash of 
grain of which not less than 80% is corn grain, aged for the required period in uncharred 
oak containers or re-used charred oak containers, and not subjected, in the process of 
distillation or otherwise, to treatment with charred wood. 

3. Article III, Section 32 (c) (10) of said regulation is amended to read: 

(10) Age of whiskey and straight whiskey, respective percentages of whiskey, straight 
whiskey and neutral spirits, and type of cooperage, in accordance with Section 39 below 
Provided, That no label shall bear any statement relative to age or period of storage for 
any American whiskey (other than corn whiskey, straight corn whiskey, blended corn 
whiskey and blends of straight corn whiskey) produced on and after July 1, 1936, and prior 
to March 1, 1938, unless such whiskey has been stored in a charred new oak container, 

4. Article III, Section 34 of said regulations is amended by adding at the end thereof 
two subsections to read: 

(d) In the case of whiskey (as defined in Article II, Section 21, Class 2) and in the case 
of American type whiskey, which in whole or in part, is treated, on or after March 1, 1938, 
with wood chips through percolation or otherwise, during distillation, rectification or 
storage, there shall be stated in direct conjunction with the class and type designation 
the phrase “Colored and flavored with wood chips.” 

(e) In the case of whiskey (as defined in Article II, Section 21, Class 2) produced in 
the United States on or after March 1, 1938, and stored in reused cooperage, which has been 
distilled at not exceeding 160° proof from a fermented mash of not less than 51% rye 
grain, corn grain, wheat grain, malted barley grain, or malted rye grain, respectively, 
there shall be stated in direct conjunction with the class and type designation, in uniform 
lettering not greater than one-half the size of such designation, “Distilled from Rye (or 
Bourbon, Wheat, Malt or Rve Malt) Mash”, as the case may be. 

5. Article III, Section 39 (a) (1) of said regulations is amended to read: 

1. Whiskey, Rye Whiskey, ete.—In the case of the whiskeys defined in Article I], 
Section 21, Class 2 and Class 2 (a), if not mixed, the age of the whiskey; if mixed, the 
age of the youngest whiskey. The statement of age in both cases under this paragraph 
shall be as follows: “This whiskey is (years and/or months) old’’. 

6. Article III, Section 39 (a) of said regulations is amended by adding to the end 
thereof an unnumbered paragraph to read: 

Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of this subsection, in the case of whiskey 
(as defined in Article II, Section 21, Class 2), produced in the United States on and after 
March 1, 1938, and stored in reused coonerage, there shall be stated in lieu of the words 
=~? 2 (years and/or months) old”, the words “* * * stored (years 
and/or months) in reused cooperage”’, and in lieu of the words “* * * (years 
and/or months) or more old”, the words “* * * stored (years and/or months) 
or more in reused cooperage”’. 

7. Article IV, Section 46 (d) of said regulations is amended, effective May 1, 193%, 
to read: ‘ 

(d) Whiskey (as defined in Article II, Section 21, Class 2), and American type whiskeys, 
imported on or after August 15, 1936, shall not be released from customs custody in bottles 
unless there is presented at the time of entry or at the time of request for release, 4 
certificate issued by a duly authorized official of the appropriate foreign government 
certifying: 

In case of straight whiskey, (1) the class and type (such as straight whiskey, straight 
rye whiskey, straight bourbon whiskey, etc.) thereof, (2) the American proof at which 
distilled, (3) that no neutral spirits or other whiskey has been added as a part thereof or 
included therein, whether or not for the purpose of replacing outage, (4) the age of the 
whiskey, and (5) the type of container in which such age was acquired (whether new 0 
reused, also whether charred or uncharred);

VIOLATIONS 


The Administrator of the F.A.A. announced he had issued an Order instituting sus- 
pension proceedings against the Wholesaler’s Basic Permit and the Importer’s Basic 
Permit held by F. Strauss and seven others, partners, doing business as F. STRAUSS & 
SON, 313 Walnut Street, Monroe, Louisiana. 

The partners were charged, among other things, with having falsified their records or 
returns, known as Form 52-B, filed with the Alcohol Tax Unit, in violation of Section 3318, 
Revised Statutes, U. S., which requires that wholesalers make, keep and file such 52-B’s 
with said Unit, showing the quantities of distilled spirits, and to whom, disposed of, day 
by day, by the wholesalers. The Administrator’s Order charged that certain entries in 
the partners’ 52-B’s, showing disposals of distilled spirits to a named person at Clayton, 
Louisiana, were false, because, in fact, such disposals were not made to that person but 
toa different person at Natchez, Mississippi, where the delivery, sale or use of such dis-

COLLECTION OF SPECIAL TAXES ON STILLS AND WORMS MANUFAC- 
TURED FOR USE IN DISTILLING 


It has come to the attention of the Bureau that a uniform procedure has not been 
followed with respect to the collection of the occupational and commodity taxes arising 
from the manufacture of stills and worms to be used for distilling under the provisions 
of subsection “‘Second” of Section 3244, Revised Statutes, as amended. In order that a 
yniform procedure may be effected, the following instructions are promulgated on the 
basis of existing laws and regulations: ; 

1. (a) Subsection “Second” of Section 3244, Revised Statutes, as amended, provides 
at Manufacturers of stills shall each pay fifty dollars, and twenty dollars for each still 
yp worm for distilling made by him. Any person who manufactures any still or worm to 
ye used in distilling shall be deemed a manufacturer of stills.” 

(b) Section 3248, Revised Statutes, provides that: 

“Distilled spirits, spirits, alcohol, and alcoholic spirit, within the true intent and 
meaning of this act, is that substance known as ethyl alcohol, hydrated oxide of ethyl, or 
spirit of wine, which is commonly produced by the fermentation of grain, starch, molasses, 
or sugar, including all dilutions and mixtures of this substance; and the tax shall attach 
to this substance as soon as it is in existence as such, whether it be subsequently sepa- 
rated as pure or impure spirit, or be immediately, or at any subsequent time, transferred 
into any other substance, either in the process of original production or by any sub- 
sequent process.” 4 

2. The term “distilling” used in subsection “Second” of Section 3244, Revised Statutes, 
as amended, means the distillation of spirits defined by the internal revenue laws includ- 
ing Section 1 of Title III of the National Prohibition Act, as amended. Such distillation 
includes (a) the original manufacture of distilled spirits from mash, wort, or wash or 
any material suitable for the production of spirits; (b) the redistillation of spirits, in the 
vourse of original manufacture; (c) the redistillation of spirits, or products containing 
spirits within the provisions of subsection “Third” of Section 3244, Revised Statutes, as 
amended; (d) the redistillation or recovery of ethyl! alcohol or of completely or specially 
denatured alcohol, or of proprietary solvents containing specially denatured alcohol; 
(e) the redistillation or recovery of taxfree alcohol. 

3. By Section 18 of the Act of May 28, 1880, distillers in registered distilleries who 
manufacture wooden stills for their own use are exempted from the payment of the 
special taxes imposed under the provisions of subsection “Second” of Section 3244, Revised 
Statutes, as amended, but they are required to give notice to the Collector of the district 
in which the distillery is located of each still manufactured before the same is used. 

4. Under the provisions of Section 8265, Revised Statutes, any person manufacturing 
any still, boiler, or other vessel to be used for the purpose of distilling must, before the 
same is removed from the place of manufacture. notify, in writing, the Collector of the 
district in which such still, boiler or other vessel is to be used or set up, by whom it is 
to be used, its capacity, and the time when the same is to be removed from the place of 
manufacture. No such distilling apparatus may be removed, or set up for the distillation 
f spirits, without permit of such Collector. Stills intended for the distillation of sub- 
stances other than spirits, or products containing spirits, may be removed without pay- 
ment of tax from the place of manufacture only as provided by Treasury Decisions 2993 
and 3068. 

5. Collectors will collect the special taxes imposed by subsection “Second” of Section 
$244, Revised Statutes, as amended, from manufacturers of stills as to all stills and worms 
or condensers, hereafter manufactured and/or removed for distilling as defined by the 
internal revenue laws, as amended, including Title LII of the National Prohibition Act, as 
amended, as set forth above, except under the exemption granted by Section 18 of the Act 
of May 28, 1880. 

6. The commodity tax on each still or worm is due when the manufacture thereof is 
completed, and must be paid by affixing to the article a special tax stamp as provided by 
Section 3238, Revised Statutes, as amended. The occupational tax as manufacturer of 
stills is due within the month in which the manufacturer first engaged in such business.

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LEGAL NOTES AFFECTING FOREIGN COMMERCE

\RGENTINA—The Sales Tax Law 

The application of the Argentina Sales 
Tax Law which came into effect January 
i, 1935, has resulted in a great deal of 
confusion because although it provides 
clearly that it is to be paid only once there 
has been much difficulty in identifying the 
so-called responsible party. Persons or 
parties not required to register with the 
Income Tax Department include: 

(1) National producers or industries 
that produce commodities which are 
exempt in accordance with the terms of 
Article 9 of the law, and 

(2) Small manufacturers whose annual 
sales of merchandise do not exceed 18,000 
Argentine paper pesos. 


ARGENTIN A—Trade Marks 

A recent decision settled a long stand- 
ing and much litigated dispute between 
two rival English manufacturers over local 
trade-marks consisting of certain numer- 
als. The final decision was that since any 
number or group of digits is clearly dis- 
tinguishable from any other number or 
group, there has been no fraudulent imi- 
tation of the plaintiff’s trade-mark. 


BELGIUM—Proposed Revision of Com- 
pany Laws 

The revision of the laws and procedure 
as to “societes anonymes” or companies of 
limited liability is receiving consideration 
and has been included in its extensive re- 
form program. The basis of the prevailing 
urge for alteration of the existing laws is 
a desire to secure, through state control, 
greater protection of the funds of stock- 
holders and investors. The discussions to 
(ate have crystallized in the following de- 
mands: 

(1) Need for more extensive publicity; 
(2) reforming of accounts and accounting; 
(3) increase in supervision; (4) forbidding 
members of the board of management to 


approve their own acts; (5) revealing of 
advantages and emoluments received by 
management; (6) effective protection of 
minority shareholders; (7) re-introduction 
of individual rights of shareholders (8) 
more extensive intervening of the courts. 


CUBA—Taxation 

A “Single License Tax” has been pro- 
mulgated to identify those subject to the 
payment of national taxes. The single 
license will replace those at present issued, 
in connection with any of the taxes com- 
prised under the following headings: (a) 
profits, (b) sureties of insurance and 
surety companies; (c) sales and gross 
revenues, (d) sales on installment, (e) the 
special tax of the $35,000,000 loan, (f) 3 
per cent on freight and passenger trans- 
portation; (g) sugar production and cane 
grinding, (h) radiotelephonic transmitting 
stations, (i) 3 per cent on deposits of gas, 
electric, etc., companies, (j) $3.00 on first 
class tickets, and (k) any other tax estab- 
lished or that may be established and 
which the Secretary of the Treasury 
deems proper. 


DENMARK—Industrial Property Protec- 
tion 

Danish legislation on the subject of pro- 
tection of industrial rights have been 
brought in conformity with the measures 
passed at The Hague in 1925 and in Lon- 
don in 1934 revising the International Con- 
vention of March 20, 1883. The Danish 
legislation now provides that any national 
of each of the countries of the Union who 
has properly filed an application for a 
patent, for the registration of a pattern, 
trade-mark or collective mark, has priority 
with regard to filing a similar application 
in Denmark. The priority period is twelve 
months for patents and six months for 
patterns, trade-marks and _ collective 
marks.

GENERAL PROVISIONS 


The President of the United States of America and the President of the Czechoslovak 
Republic, being desirous of strengthening the traditional bonds of friendship between the two 
countries by maintaining the principle of equality of treatment as the basis of commercial 
relations and by granting mutual and reciprocal concessions and advantages for the promotion 
of trade, have through their respective Plenipotentiaries arrived at the following Agreement: 

ARTICLE I—Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of America, 
enumerated and described in Section A of Schedule I annexed to this Agreement and made a 

rt thereof, shall, on their importation into the Czechoslovak Republic, be exempt from 
oridinary customs duties in excess of those set forth and provided for in the said Section.
